The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  read,  discussed, 
amended  and  adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Mission.  With 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  is  here  given  : 
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SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


Normal  life  is  self-sustaining.  In  the  hard  discipline 
of  the  forest,  the  field  and  the  ocean,  only  the  fit  survive. 
Except  with  birds  and  mammals  there  is  no  brooding  or 
feeding  of  the  young.  Even  man,  in  his  wild  estate,  spends 
little  time  in  training  his  child  to  provide  for  himself.  If  the 
boy  is  not  an  apt  learner  he  starves  or  falls  a  prey  to  wild 
beasts.  Old  age  is  practically  unknown  among  savages. 
Whenever  a  person  becomes  sick  or  infirm,  so  as  to  he  un¬ 
able  to  protect  and  supply  himself,  he  falls  uncared  for. 
Civilization  has  begun  to  dawn  when  the  family  or  tribe 
undertakes  to  doctor  and  nurse  the  sick  and  wounded. 
Christianity  has  been  accepted  before  the  unfit  are  sheltered, 
comforted,  and  encouraged  to  live.  It  is  the  spirit  of  Christ 
in  the  community  which  prompts  the  organizing  of  relief  for 
all  sorts  of  ills.  By  hospitals,  asylums,  homes  for  the  aged 
and  for  children,  refuges,  reformatories,  missions,  we  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  care  if  not  for  the  cure  of  the  sick,  wounded, 
insane,  imbecile,  infirm,  defective  and  depraved.  These 
institutions  are  the  expression  of  our  sense  of  duty  to  the 
unfortunate.  As  we  are  strong  we  feel  that  we  “ought  to 
bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak.” 

The  Lawrence  City  Mission  is  one  of  the  agencies 
through  which  this  community  acknowledges  its  obligation 

service.  For  more  than  forty  years 
it  has  been  doing  something  essential  to  the  common  wel¬ 
fare,  something  different  from  the  work  of  any  other  organi¬ 
zation,  and  yet  a  work  which  touches  every  other  and  in  a 
measure  affiliates  them  all.  Whatever  success  has  attended 
its  efforts  has  resulted,  not  from  an  attempt  to  direct  the 
method  of  other  agencies,  but  rather  from  a  willingness  to 
be  a  servant  of  each,  as  occasion  requires.  A  report  of  the 


to  share  in  this  Christly 
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past  year’s  work  may  very  properly  be  the  telling  of  several 
instances  in  which  this  service  has  been  asked  and  rendered. 

Lawrence,  like  every  other  city  and  town  in  the  com¬ 
monwealth,  has  an  organized  board  of  overseers  of  the 
poor.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  board,  following  a  very  definite 
and  minute  code  of  law,  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the 
destitute.  It  can  render  aid  directly  in  the  homes  of  the 
poor,  or  indirectly  through  its  own  almshouse  or  the  various 
state  institutions.  But  to  receive  this  aid  pauperizes  the 
recipient.  It  deprives  him  of  certain  desirable  privileges  in 
the  community,  and  is  looked  upon  as  something  of  a  dis¬ 
grace.  There  are  frequently  cases  of  distressing  want  where 
private  charity  takes  the  place  of  this  public  relief.  Rela¬ 
tives,  neighbors,  or  the  church  offers  to  help  the  sufferer  over 
his  present  difficulty  :  and  their  friendly  offices  are  effective. 
But  there  are  other  cases  where  relatives  are  remote,  neigh¬ 
bors  are  new  and  unacquainted,  the  church  neglected  and 
therefore  unfamiliar.  Here  the  Mission  has  a  field.  To  it 
the  case  is  introduced  by  a  neighbor,  a  pastor,  a  physician, 
a  police  officer,  or  the  clerk  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 
Every  such  case  is  then  carefully  looked  up,  made  a  subject 
of  continued  study,  aided  in  the  way  most  fitted  to  the 
peculiar  circumstances,  and  only  when  private  relief  is 
clearly  inadequate  is  the  applicant  advised  to  become  pauper¬ 
ized.  Our  willingness  to  give  every  hopeful  case  this  op¬ 
portunity  to  defer  pauperization  is  so  well  known  that  the 
clerk  of  the  pauper  department  often  sends  those  who  have 
applied  to  him  to  our  office  for  friendly  consultation  and 
advice.  One  such  case  occurred  within  a  year,  where  long 
sickness  suffered  by  both  parents,  had  reduced  a  once 
thriving  and  prosperous  family  to  the  last  degree  of  want. 
Their  good- clothes  and  their  pretty  house  furnishings  were 
not  yet  worn  out,  but  they  had  no  money  and  no  credit. 
The  man,  in  manly  fashion  determined  not  to  let  his  family 
suffer,  trampled  on  his  pride  and  applied  for  pauper  relief. 
The  clerk  recognized  the  essential  need,  and  instead  of 
granting  the  application,  referred  the  case  to  us.  Fortun- 


ately  it  was  one  in  which  a  lift  over  the  immediate  necessity 
opened  into  an  acquaintance  of  mutual  confidence,  and 
friends  were  discovered  who  have  smoothed  the  way  to  a 
modest  self-support. 

In  another  instance  an  exhausted  mother  had  become 
unable  to  do  her  own  housework.  Her  husband’s  wages 
were  too  small  and  uncertain  to  permit  him  to  hire  help  in 
the  house.  He  was  ill  fed,  the  children  were  neglected,  the 
mother  was  growing  daily  more  discouraged  and  unfit  to 
care  for  the  house.  After  careful  consideration,  and  after 
consultation  with  all  the  people  interested  in  the  case,  the 
patient  accepted  our  advice  and  went  to  the  Cottage  Hospital. 
The  husband  and  children  boarded  with  relatives,  until  after 
six  months  of  absolute  rest  the  woman  has  returned  to  her 
family  renewed  in  strength  and  courage.  It  takes  but  a 
dozen  lines  to  report  the  story,  but  it  took  hours  of  persua¬ 
sion  and  tons  of  mental  energy  to  get  the  remedy  voluntarily 
applied. 

The  police  department  is  not  called  a  charitable  institu¬ 
tion.  It  represents  law  rather  than  love.  But  our  experi¬ 
ence  proves  the  existence  of  a  tender  and  considerate  atmo¬ 
sphere  mingled  with  so  much  which  of  necessity  must  be 
stern  and  severe.  Within  a  little  over  a  year  three  young 
women  have  at  different  times  been  discovered  on  the  streets 
homeless,  in  danger,  and  incapable  of  caring  for  themselves. 
Brought  to  the  police  station  they  have  been  there  introduced 
to  our  missionary.  Two  of  them  could  not  or  would  not 
establish  their  own  identity,  and  the  third  was  evidently  so 
defective  mentally  as  to  require  restraint  at  once.  One  was 
placed  in  the  General  Hospital,  another  was  sent  to  a  board¬ 
ing  house  under  the  watchful  care  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Young  Women’s  Christian  Association,  and  the  third  was 
confined  at  the  jail  on  continuance  of  her  case  in  court.  In 
each  instance  exhaustive  investigation  was  made  by  our 
missionary,  the  identity  of  each  girl  clearly  established,  and 
a  final  disposition  made  of  each  case.  Two  of  the  girls 
were  sent  to  the  Insane  Asylum,  where  they  still  remain, 
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apparently  beyond  hope  of  cure,  and  the  third  was  com¬ 
mitted  for  her  own  protection  to  the  School  for  Feeble 
Minded.  The  more  credit  for  the  considerate  treatment  of 
these  cases  will  be  given  to  our  police  authorities,  when  it  is 
known  that  two  of  the  girls  had  been  passed  on  by  the  police 
of  other  cities  without  adequate  care  and  without  study  of 
their  needs. 

Since  his  appointment  by  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  our  missionary  has 
had  increased  occasion  to  keep  on  intimate  acquaintance 
with  the  police  department.  During  the  year  he  has  at¬ 
tended  thirty-two  sessions  of  the  court,  and  on  those  occa¬ 
sions  and  many  others  has  received  hearty  co-operation  in 
his  endeavors  to  secure  the  proper  care  of  children. 

With  the  school  department,  also,  he  has  frequent  com¬ 
munication,  the  truant  officers  working  heartily  with  him  to 
secure  the  sending  of  children  to  school  with  regularity. 
Some  parents  are  indifferent  about  their  children  being  in 
school.  The  children  of  such  homes  can  hardly  be  treated 
as  truants,  and  sometimes  the  parents  have  to  be  disciplined 
by  taking  from  them  the  custody  of  their  children  and 
placing  them  in  the  care  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity. 

A  few  weeks  ago  reports  were  brought  to  our  office  of 
what  seemed  to  be  the  systematic  practice  of  fraud  in  the 
securing  of  certificates  permitting  children  to  work  in  the 
mills.  Our  missionary  instituted  a  thorough  inquiry.  He 
reported  the  matter  to  Chtef  Wade  of  the  State  Police,  and 
an  inspector  was  sent  to  Lawrence  who  spent  three  days  in 
furthering  the  investigation.  It  was  found  that  the  mill 
authorities  are  observant  of  the  law  requiring  each  child  to 
bring  a  proper  certificate  of  age  from  the  school  committee  ; 
but  evidence  was  also  uncovered  that  various  practices  are 
resorted  to  in  order  to  deceive  the  committee.  Parents  give 
false  statements ;  sometimes  birth  or  baptismal  certificates 
are  imported  from  the  countries  from  which  the  parents  have 
come  to  America ;  in  some  instances  there  is  reason  to  sus¬ 
pect  that  these  papers  have  been  prepared  in  our  own  city. 
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To  sift  the  evidence  and  get  such  a  thorough  control  of  the 
situation  as  will  secure  a  compliance  with  the  law  in  every 
instance  is  highly  desirable.  The  superintendent  of  schools 
has  given  us  hearty  assistance  in  our  investigation.  It  is  for 
the  interest  of  all  labor  organizations  to  lend  their  aid,  and 
every  defender  of  children’s  rights  is  invited  to  join  in  the 
movement.  Evidence  which  will  convict  any  person  of 
robbing  a  little  child  of  an  education  will  be  most  gratefully 
received  at  our  office. 

It  was  our  delightful  privilege  during  the  month  of  August 
to  be  the  agent  of  a  generous  gentleman  in  Andover,  who 
paid  the  expense  of  several  excursions  to  a  pleasant  farm¬ 
house  on  one  of  the  highest  hills  in  that  beautiful  town.  The 
owners  of  the  farm  joined  heartily  in  the  plan  and  helped  us 
entertain  four  different  parties.  The  residents  at  the  Home 
for  Aged  People  and  at  the  Children’s  Home  were  happy 
sharers  in  this  hospitality. 

Very  naturally  this  Mission  is  the  right  hand  of  the 
churches  in  expressing  their  helpfulness  to  the  unfortunate. 
Within  the  year  several  cases  of  unique  or  unusual  need 
have  been  reported  to  us  by  pastors  or  church  officers.  Some 
have  proved,  on  investigation,  to  be  unique  only  in  the 
ingenuity  of  the  efforts  to  secure  sympathy  and  support  in 
drunkenness  and  laziness  ;  and  some  have  proved  cases  of 
genuine  misfortune  which  it  was  a  delight  to  relieve.  Our 
experience  with  both  kinds  of  cases  has  given  new  emphasis 
to  our  conviction  that  only  by  reporting  to  some  such  central 
agency  as  this  can  our  citizens  make  sure  of  avoiding  a 
wasteful  over-lapping  of  relief  on  the  one  hand  and  of  se¬ 
curing  intelligent  and  adequate  aid  on  the  other. 

A  subject  which  is  receiving  especial  attention  among 
the  agents  of  charitable  societies  throughout  the  country 
refers  to  the  sending  of  dependent  people  from  one  com¬ 
munity  to  another.  Every  charitable  agency  is  familiar  with 
the  case  of  the  stranger  who  thinks  that  he  will  be  free  from 
need  as  soon  as  lie  gets  to  some  other  town  more  or  less  re¬ 
mote.  Thoughtless  givers  are  quite  apt  to  yield  to  the 
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solicitation,  on  the  ground  that  even  if  the  stranger  will  not 
really  be  relieved  by  removal,  he  will  at  least  be  prevented 
from  continuing  a  burden  to  his  present  neighbors.  Such 
impulsive  givers  ignore  the  real  needs  of  the  applicant  and 
the  right's  of  the  community  to  which  he  is  sent.  Lawrence 
has  suffered  by  being  the  destination  of  some  such  ill- 
directed  travellers;  and  Lawrence  has  unkindly  and  cruelly 
passed  the  traveller  on  to  other  cities.  The  National  Con¬ 
ference  of  Charities,  after  thorough  consideration  of  the 
matter,  has  left  to  a  special  committee  the  formulating  of  a 
scheme  by  which,  through  the  use  of  a  simple  telegraphic 
code,  information  may  be  cheaply  exchanged ;  and  it  is 
expected  that  within  a  short  time  charitable  agencies  all  over 
the  country  will  be  able  to  co-operate  in  placing  the  needy 
in  their  appropriate  neighborhoods,  and  in  keeping  them 
there. 

In  an  appendix  to  this  report  we  have  presented  a  tabu¬ 
lated  statement  of  the  work  of  our  missionary  at  his  office. 
In  addition  to  this  he  has  during  the  year  delivered  at  the 
jail,  the  hospital,  the  truant  school,  and  various  churches  in 
Lawrence  and  vicinity,  sermons  and  addresses  to  the  number 
of  ninety-seven. 

In  reviewing  the  year  we  do  not  forget  that  at  our  last 
annual  meeting  we  were  solicitous  concerning  the  remedy 
which  would  effectively  meet  the  general  shortage  of  coal. 
We  are  particularly  thankful  that  the  winter  proved  less 
trying  than  was  feared.  In  our  own  work  we  were  happily 
aided  by  the  gift  of  ten  cords  of  excellent  wood  from  the 
Essex  Company.  This  we  gave  out  in  quarter  cord  lots  to 
the  cases  of  most  serious  need.  The  plan  adopted  by  the 
Citizens’  Fuel  Supply  Committee  afforded  an  efficient  relief 
for  persons  with  means  for  purchasing  fuel  at  a  moderate 
cost ;  and  our  plan  of  assisting  the  needy  was  usually  to  give 
other  essential  things  and  advise  the  direct  purchase  of  fuel 
with  whatever  cash  was  available.  We  confined  our  gifts  of 
fuel  to  those  cases  where  there  was  no  money  in  hand.  Had 
this  or  any  other  agency  undertaken  the  giving  of  fuel  with 
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any  degree  of  freedom,  the  applicants  for  free  fuel  would 
have  over-run  us.  The  better  way  was  to  encourage  the 
exercise  of  adequate  effort  in  every  instance  where  there  was 
strength  to  make  effort.  We  did  not  forget  our  general 
purpose  to  help  people  and  to  stimulate  them  to  help  them¬ 
selves.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

LAWRENCE  CITY  MISSION. 


Article  L — Name. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  “Lawrence  City 
Mission.” 

Article  II. — Location. 

This  association  shall  be  established  and  located  at  Lawrence,  in 
the  County  of  Essex,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Article  III. — Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  association  is  the  management  and  direction 
of  such  of  the  public  charities  of  the  city  of  Lawrence  as  may  be 
entrusted  to  it,  together  with  a  general  philanthropic  and  moral  work. 


BY-LAWS. 

First — Meetings. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Lawrence  City  Mission  shall  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  in  the  month  of  October,  each  year,  as  the 
City  Missionary  shall  appoint ;  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  by 
mail  at  least  three  days  before. 

Second — Special  Meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  City  Mission¬ 
ary,  notice  thereof  being  given  in  the  same  manner  as  the  regular 
meetings. 

Third — Officers. 

The  officers  shall  be  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  Treas¬ 
urer  and  Auditor.  The  City  Missionary  shall  be  ex  officio  Secretary. 
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Fourth — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  pertain  to  their 
positions,  and  such  as  the  society  may  impose  upon  them. 

Fifth — Term  of  Office. 

The  officers  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sixth — Members. 

New  members  may  be  admitted  by  vote  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeting.  Membership  may  be  terminated  by  vote  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

Seventh — Alterations. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of 
the  corporation  regularly  called,  notice  of  the  proposed  alterations 
being  given  in  the  call  for  said  meeting.
